With the killing of Dr. Brady 


several sinister circumstances came 
to light. It was revealed that the 


I dentist was the son of Mrs. Anna 
Beauchamp who killed herself dur- 
ing the murder trial of Herman J.

Brady himself had been under In- 
ve^tigation for a long time in con- 
nection with the search for large 
sums the Midget stole.

Before the birth of Christ, is the 
very apex of human thought oivl 
spiritual vision, the topmost point 
reached by all the writers ..f an- 
tiquity. In this masterpiece of lit- 
erature and of religion, Isaiah ros-o 
to nobler heights. This is the peak 
of prophecy, the pinnacle of pvt- 
vlsion. In majesty of content and 
in sheer beauty of form, this gieat- 
pst passage from the greatest of 
the Hebrew 
prophets, is 
simply 


matchless. 
Lest this par-egyric seem exaB- 
serated. let us rend the text itself, 
BO much more significant than any 
comment. The quotation is from 
the American Revised version: 
"Who hath believed our message . 


and to whom hath the arm of Je- 
hovah been revealed? For he grew 
up before him as a tender plant, 
and as a root out of a dry ground: 
he hath no form nor comeliness; 
and when we see him, there is no 
beauty that we should desire hlnr 
He -was despised, and rejected 
of 


men; a man of sorrows, and 


, 
qualnted with grief; and -as 
from whom men hide their face he 
•was despised; and we esteemed him 


"Surely he hath borne our griefs 


and carried our sorrows; yet we did 
esteem him stricken, smitten 
of 


God, and afflicted. 
But he 
was 
wounded for our transgressions, he 
•was bruised for our iniquities; tho 
chastisement of our 
peace 
was 


upon him; and with his stripes we 
'are healed. All vie like sheep have 
gone astray; we have turned every 
one to his own way; and Jehovah 
1'ath laid on him the iniquity of us 
all."He was oppressed, yet when he 
•was afflicted he opened not his 
mouth; as a lamb that is led to the 
slaughter, and as a sheep that be- 
fore its shearera is dumb, so he 
opened not his mouth. By oppres- 
sion and judgment he was taken 
away; and as for his generation, 
who' among them considered that 
ho was cut off put of the land of 
the living for the trangression of 
my people to whom the stroke was 
due?" And they made his grave 
•with the wicked,, and with a rich, 
man in his death; although he had 
done no violence; neither was any 
deceit In his mouth. 
' ''Yet it pleased Jehovah to bruise 
him: he hath put 
hjm to grief; 
when thou shalt make/his soul an 
offering for sin, he shall see his 
seed, he shall prolong his days, and 
the' pleasure of Jehovah shall pros- 
per in his hand. He shall see of 
the travail of his soul, and'shall be 
satisfied: by the knowledge of him- 
self shall my righteous servant jus- 
tify many; and he shall bear their 
iniquities. 'Therefore will I divide 
him a portion with the great, and 
he shall divide the spoil with the 
strong; because he poured outjhis 
soul unto death, and was numbered 


, witti the transgressors; yet he bare 
the sin of many, and made interces- 
sion for the transgressors." 
Th* Tie That Binds Human Hearts. 
That portrait of the Suffering 
Servant is, next to the Twenty- 
third Psalm, the 
most-thumbed 
passage In'the Old Testament. Two 
reasons there are for this. It is 
the^clearest and most faithful por- 
trayal of Jesus Christ the Saviour, 
to be found in all prophecy. Isaiah's 


' -description of the Suffering Ser- 
vant fits only one character, Jesus 
the. Crucified. Until read in the 
light of His life arid death the pas- 
sage WOK hardly understandable. 


Second of the reasons for the 
hold of this portion 
of- Islah's 


prophecy upon human hearts is 
that it deals with the mystery of 
grief. In the fellowship of sorrow, 
allmen know their common, Identi- 
ty. By the light of these words we 
perceive how vain was the common 
expectation of the Messiah as a 
prince of pride and pomp and pow- 
er. ' Such a one might command 
cold 
allegiance; but the Man of 
Sorrows evokes our love and fel- 
lowship. Every heart is most eas- 
ily approached through the avenue 
of its suffering; and here .we find 
the Saviour bearing our griefs and 
carrying our sorrows. 
There is a heart-sob in almost 


every line of this peerless passage 
—"despised," "rejected," "man of 
sorrows," "acquainted with grief," 
"wounded," 
"bruised," 
"stripes," 
'"oppressed," "afflicted," 
and 
BO 


forth. By a wondrous witchery of 
words the heart-strings of the read- 
er are wrendhed. Uncounted tears 
have fallen upon this chapter from 
the eyes of the readers. 
"Every 
heart knoweth its own bitterness;" 
but here is One who knows the bit- 
terness of all. 
' 


So it Is this inspired delineation 


of the Suffering Saviour that is the 
summit of Old Testament litera- 
ture. 
Always 
and 
everywhere, 


men want a friend who ' under- 
stands them; who yrill bear their 
griefs and carry their sorrows. To 
One who pours out His soul unto 
death for them they will give lov- 
ing loyajty and disclpleshlp. Tt is 
the b'roken heart of Christ that 
breaks hearts. "By His knowledge 
of Himself shall my righteous ser- 
vant make many righteous," as the 
marginal reading runs. 


Above "Personal Liberty." 
Twenty-five hundred years be- 


fore our modern literature of smug 
smartness and sophistication began 
to pour from the 
presses, great 
Isaiah sounded this sublime strain 
of vicarious suffering, which makes 
our petty poslngs about personality 
and "self-expression" seem 
smail 


and unworthy. 
He glimpsed the 
divine truth that all life reaches its 
greatest height when it serves nnrl 
sacrifices in behalf of others. Out 
of. the phenonoma of parenthood, 
of nature, of heroism, of friendship, 
of the very Divine Nature itself, he 
plucked this teaching of the great- 
ness of the Sufferer who bears sins 
and sorrows not His own that He 
may serve supremely. 


That is the eternal Cross-princi- 
ple of life. No human soul ever at- 
talns.spiritual greatness without vi- 
cariousness. The truest patriot is 
ho woh hoars on his heart the needs 
of his nation. The 
only effective 


boclal reformer Is the one whose , 


his fellow men. 
only when the mother subordinates 
Hflf to her child.Grod is most great- 
ly Cod when He gives His Son to a 
Cross for the world'.'-! salvation.

highway commission, another high- 
way has been designated that will 
connect tfte plains area wth the 
coastal territory, opening up a large 
amount of entirely new territory. 


A new highway will be built from 
Corsicana 
Into 
Anderson county. 


crossing the Trinity River at Wild- 
cat Ferry, joining Highways 14 and 
3*. Until the bridge oan be built 
across the river, the commission- 
er's courts of both counties have 
agreed to conduct a 
free 
ferry, 
sharing in the cost ;of operation. 
Early Survey Due. 


Chief Engineer" Gib Gilchrlst will 
arrive IH Corsicana early next week 
to start work on the surveys of the- 
new route. Plans have been com- 
pleted on a large portion of the 
road within the Ntwarro, County 
Consolidated Road District No. 1, 
and $388,000 of the bond issue have 
been set aside for construction of 
this 
road, and this sum will .be 


matched by State funds insuring- 
the completion of an eighteen foot 
reinforced concrete highway to the 
county line. The right of way will 
be 100 feet wide. 


A large delegation representing- 
almost every city along the route 
of the proposed highway appeared 
before the commission, headed by 
Major Jewel P: Lightfoot, chair- 
man of the Fort Worth associa- 
tion of commerce good roads com- 
mittee, and the delegation was pre- 
pared' to back their proposal with a, 
mass of figures.

The ease with which the proced- 


ure passed the commission drew 
a hearty outburst from the delega- 
tioh, R .J. Jackson, chairman of 
the good roads committee of the 
Coraicana: chamber of commerce, 
eald Wednesday morning in his re- 
port on the meeting. A proposal 
was made by Judge Shelton of Pal- 


ostine that Corstcana and- that city 
join in a big barbecue and celebra- 
tion at Wildcat Ferry to celebrate 
the designation and was 
immed- 


iately taken up by other represen- 
tatives, and plans are being made 
for that affair. 
Mr. Jackson pointed out that with 


the building of the new road the 
distance to Palestine would be re- 
duced to about 52 miles, a saving of 
approximately 20 miles to Palestine 
and the East Texas oil fields. Th«' 
distance from Anderson county to 
Fort Worth will be shortened about 
30 miles. The chairman declared 
that the designation of the project 
was one of the biggest events in 
the highway history of Navarro 
county since it opened up a large 
amount of virgin trade territory. 


Much of the credit for working 


out the project w.as attributed by 
Mr. Jackson to the efforts of Major 
Lightfoot of Fort Worth, Judge C. 
L. Jester, president of the Corsica- 
na Chamber of Commerce, and Guy 
M. Gibson, who have been working 
continually on the project for sev- 
eral months. 


Inception In Spring 1928. 
The project had its inception in 


the spring of 1928 and an attempt 
•was made to bring it before the 
highway commission at that Jme, 
ut an unfavorable report was made 
by Chief Engineer 
Gllchrist, and 


the matter did not teach the com- 
mission. The group then set 
to 


•work to remove every trace of a lo- 
cal project from the route, and the 
Fort Worth interests and other cit- 
ies along he line were • recruited. 
Work on the portion of road Dis- 
trit No. 1 in this direction has been 
held up until some definite action 
could be secured. Plans are now 
ready for acceptance on the road 
as far as the Tfiree-Way 
filling 


station, and will probably be pre- 
sented to the highway department 
as soon as the preliminary details 
can be settled. 


With the five highways through 


Corsicana, the county seat of Na- 
varro county is making a strong 
bid to become the highway center 
of Texas. The city is now located 
on Federal Highway 75, on High- 
ways 31 and 14. which 
coincide 


with No. 75 north and then branch 
off south of Corsicana, and High- 
way 22, which runs from Texarka- 
na to Waco as an east and west 
route. 
Within the near future it 


will be possible to reach any section 
of Texas on a direct route from 
Corsicana.

Rev. Horn- 
beak entered the Cumberland Pres- 
byterian ministry In 1873 and in 
1876 was married to Miss Ella Root 
of Corsicana.

at Rockwall, Kaufman, 


Terrell, Weatherford and

ville. In 1887, he returned to Cor- 
sicana where he was In business 
with his brother, C. M. Hornbeak.

* laws of the state necessary to meet 


requirements of such an interstate 
pact. ' 


The Institute's own plan of lim- 


iting production, which 
was to 


have become effective April 1, was 
held up after a delegation from the 


J institute had gone to Washington 


for a conference with the oil com- 
servatloh board and had been In- 
formed Attorney General Mitchell 
had held the board wlthou't author- 
ity to approve or disapprove 
the 
pirn or to relieve the Industry from 
possible danger of prosecution un- 
der laws, relating to restrain' of 
trade.
